Philadelphia, Ort. 22.— Taxation of 
coal in tile ground was denounced as 
“opposed to ali principles of conserva­ 
tion ’ and as “logically and econ ani- 
rally wrong” at 
the session of the 
American 
mining 
congress, 
which 
opened ifs sixteenth annual convention 
in Hie Bellevue-Stratford. 
Tile session was given over princi­ 
pally to the reading of papers ui*on 
“Taxation of Mining Property,” fol­ 
lowed bv a discussion of the subject. 
it. V. N orris, a mining engineer, of 
Wilkes-Barre, 
Bn., sounded the first ‘ 
objection to taxation. 
He 
said 
that 
none of the suggested or attempted 
methods of assessm ent has resulted J 
“in an equitable valuation, fair and 
Just to lw»th the public and the owner 
of coal lands.” Hi* then deer!* d “even 
moderate taxation” as against conser­ 
vation, declaring: 
“ B k effect is to put a trem endous 
prem ium on rapid ruining, alm ost re-1 
g a rd k s a of ultim ate recovery. T hese 
method - em m irage the d etraction of 
the poorer and th in n er beds inters r a t- j 
Hied with th e b etter ones, on account j 
of tho enormous penalty entailed in j 
slow er mining, and also encourage, by j 
prohibitive penalties, the holding Af' 
lands in reserve for the future ricers j 
pities of tho people.” 
For these reasons, ho said, it a p -j 
pears th a t tax atio n L a d s to the rapid | 
and uneconom ic exhaustion of the min- j 
era! w ealth of the country, and puts al 
prem ium on p rem atu re and wasteful 
exploitation. 
T h e proper method of 
taxation for all m inerals 
ho urged, 
would be a tax on the value at the 
m ine of c a d i y e a r’s production at the 
local rate of taxation for that particu­ 
lar year. 
He said it should Include an assess­ 
ment on surface 
lands, outside Im­ 
provem ents and m achinery, but not on 
anv valuation of m ine openings or in 
side im provem ents, incidental to the 
m ining process and which a tte r the 
exhaustion of the m lnem l orc “arc of 
n » value ” 
Mr. N orris recalled that his snggc-t- 
cd m ethod of taxation of coal lands 
“is clearly illegal” under the* present 
laws of Pennsylvania, and would re 
quire special legislation to becom e ef­ 
fective. 
it would relieve reserve lands, he 
said, from “ present crushing burdens** 
and tend rn the ronscrvati *n instead 
of dissipation of the irreplncaide coal 
resource*! of the country by encourag­ 
ing the com plete m ining of lands once 
opened. Including all workable beds 
large and small, rath er than the open 
in ga of the best beds on all land* lr, 
obtain im m ediate return* 
and avoir’ 
the b urdens of accum ulating taxation
